I am also a co-inventor of 
Calhoun et al. (US 2007/0154983 A1, published July 5. 2007, priority November 20, 2003). I 
have read and understood the Office Action of October 1 1, 201 1. 

The presently pending claims have been rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(e) or 103(a) as 
anticipated or made obvious by the publication of U.S. Patent Application no. 2007/0154983 Al. 

Calhoun et al. is assigned to Board of Trustees Leland Stanford Jr. University, which 
assignment is recorded at reel/frame 019016/0740. Similarly, Applicant has assigned the 
subject invention to Board of Trustees Leland Stanford Jr. University, which assignment has 
been duly recorded at Reel /Frame 019863/0270. 

The cited publication describes and claims work developed by myself and co-inventors 
Kara Calhoun and Michael Jewett at Stanford University. The cited publication also describes, 
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but does not claim, work developed by myself and Aiexei Voloshin at Stanford University, which 
work is claimed in USSN 10/599,310. 



Aiexei Voloshin is properly named as a co-inventor of the present application, and is 
properly not named as an inventor to the claimed invention of U.S. Patent Application no. 
2007/0154983 A1.
